| Accusation Made That St. Louis Man 
Practiced Deed Fraud. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—James 
L. Blair, recently counsel for the world’s 
fair and for years one of the leading law- 
yers and reform advocates, has again been 
accused of fraud, forgery, and other wrong- 
doing by a company of. which he was for- 


merly attorney. 


Life instrance policies for $250,000 are di- 
rectly involved, and others bringing the total 
above $1,000,000 may be affected as the result 
gs instituted today by the Na- 
tional Life company of New York. 

Blair is still confined to his home as the

Insurance Company’s Charges. 
The Mutual Life Insurance company today 
filed a petition in the United States court ask- 
| ing the cancellation of two policies on Blair's 
life, amounting to $250,000. Accompanying 
the petition was the sum of $33,063 he had 
paid as premiums, which had been offered to 


Biair and refused. 


The insurance company makes many direct: 
charges in its petition, and says that: the 
policies were secured through fraudulent 
statements and that Blair. intended to de- 
fraud the company by committing suicide in 
‘the event detection and publicity should fol- 
low a career of embezzlement, defalcation, 
and forgery in which it is alleged he was.en- 
gaged at the time the policies were issued.

dent to make a payment to the Panama canal 
company will lapse entirely according to the 
strict letter of the statute of 1902 the moment 
the revolution at Panama becomes an ac- 
complished fact. Recognition of a new gov- 
ernment by the United States will neces- 
sarily be a declaration that the United States 
of Colombia is no longer able to give a proper 
title to the strip of land necessary for the 
building of the canal. 

New legislation by congress will become in- 
dispensable if the revolution is successful, 
‘and this will open up the whole question once 
more. A straight fight will have.to be made 
then as between Panama and Nicaragua, 
and a proper kind of bill will have to be 
passed through both houses of congress. 
This will complicate the situation to a re- 
markable degree, and it will at least put an 
end to all hopes of a quiet and uneventful 
session. j 

As the new statute will have to originate 
in the house of representatives, where there 
never was any too much friendliness toward 
the Panama project, a serious fight can be 
easily precipitated, and if the railroad lobby 
is as successful as it has been in the past, it 
may be able to confuse matters some, so.as 
to put off the building of the canal for stil) 
another period of time. 


Part Played by Senator Hanna. 

It is a remarkable incident that events 
in Ohio, as well as on the isthmus of Pana- 
ma should have been such as to bring into 
prominence the name of Senator Hanna. The 
Ohio election has produced the usual crop 
of silly stories regarding the possibility of 
the senator becoming a candidate for the 
presidency in opposition to Roosevelt. Those 
who are in his confidence, even in a slight 
degree, are fully aware of the fact that Sen-— 
ator Hanna under no possible conditions 
would consent to antagonize President 
Roosevelt. He has repeatedly declared this 
both publicly and privately, and he is not 
@ man to go back on a deliberate declara- 
tion of this kind. 4a 

It is not so generally understood that Sen- 
ator Hanna is excessively proud of the part 
he took in promoting the Panama canal. He 
honestly believed the Nicaragua route was 
not the right one, and in spite of the fact 
that there was an adverse majority in the 
senate, he conducted a campaign in that 
body, of which he was but a junior member, | 
with such raré skill as to secure a final 
vote placing the Panama project in advance 
of the Nicaragua route, and directing the 
president to adopt the Panama line if it was 
possible to do so. It is to be assumed, there- 
fore, Senator Hanna will be in the center of 
the stage again when the fight is precipitated 
in the senate. He will have the hearty sup- 
port of the administration, but will have to 
meet a strong movement in behalf of Nicara- 
gua, which will be fortified by the democratic 
cry that the Roosevelt administration fo- 
mented the revolution in Panama. — 


Morgan’s of Attack. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, the chie‘s 
sponsor of the Nicaragua route, and who, 
although a democrat, retains his place as 
chairman of the canal committee, ouflined 
his plan of attack today when he said: 

“No reason now can be assigned under 
the terms of the Spooner resolution for a 
longer delay on the part of the president in 
opening negotiations to acquire the Nica- 
ragua route. The revolution in the isthmus, 
if finally successfil, would make it impos- 
sible for us to negotiate any treaty with Co- 
lombia. On the other hand, if we should 
make a treaty with the new government at 
Panama we could only enforce it by going 
to war with Colombia, and we cannot afford 
to inaugurate our canal across the isthmus 
with bloodshed. Congress would never au- 
thorize any such proceeding, because at any 
time we could secure peaceful possession of 
the Nicaragua route, and the difference be- 
tween the two lines for a canal never could 
be so great as to justify war to secure either 
one of them, 

“ Whatever is the outcome of the revolu- 
tion in Panama, so much time must be con- 
sumed under the terms of the Spooner 
statute, which was intended to prevent just 
such delay, that the preisdent will be bound 
to turn to Nicaragua, and the friends of the* 
Nicaragua canal are quite strong enough to 
prevent a repeal of the statute.’’

ARMENIA FEOD IN CANADA 


MURDER AND TWO ATTEMPTS 
TRACED TO THE VENDETTA. 


Six “Terrors” Commi ioned by the 
Alfarists to Kill Members of the 
Hentchakist Society Declared to 
Have Sailed from New York for Eu- 
repe Several Months Ago — Three 
Assassinations in London Attrib- 
uted to Conspiracy Hatched Here. 


Montreal, Que., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—One 
murder and two attempted murders of Ar- 
menians in this province within the last few 
months is now attributed by the police to 
the vendetta between the Alfarist and 
Hentchakist societies. In all three cases no 
reason has been discovered for the crimes, 
but the recent murders in London seem to 
explain them. 

Seliza Kouri, an Armenian, was murdered 
in Chesterville by Kaliel Baarham, a coun- 
tryman, some months ago. The murderer 
refused to give any reason for his deed and 
will be hanged in December next. 

Ten days ago the nephew of the murdered 
man, Joseph Kauri, while at La Belle, was 
shot and wounded by a countryman named 
Kissam Badonit. Three weeks ago a third 
Armenian was mysteriously assaulted at 
Steadele. Both men may die. Their frjends 
pretend not to know any reason for the at- 
tacks, but hint at religious and political 
trouble. | 


Five More “Terrors” at Large. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—Peter 
Kureghian, editor of Young America, and 
the leader of the American Hentchakist so- 
ciety. declared today that six Alfarist "’ ter- 
rors '’ sailed from New York for London three 
weeks ago, commissioned to kill member® of 
the Hentchakist society.

The 
burglar will work in ‘one part of the north 
side tonight and on Saturday he may be 
heard from a mile away. There is no doubt 
ajl the robberies are committed by one man. 

“Tf householders do not want to get robbed 
they must keep their pantry windows‘locked 
—especially if they live on the north side.”’

of the laundry are quite as dificult as 
thoge of the kitchen. Perhaps we suf- 
fer less from the former than the lat-. 
__. ter—for good cookery is absolutely 


T © the average housekeeper the problems 


necessary to sound health. 


In large families, where the washing is 
large, owing to the many garments 6f chil- 
dren, the wise mother omits the ruffies and 


lace trimmings for the plainer hems or tucks. 


Has it ever oceurred to the housekeeper how 


much handling even a plain garment re- 


quires and the amount of time consumed 


thereby? 

The time consumed in repatring the rav- 
ages of the laundry is no smal) amount, and 
why will not the tired mother think of this 


when the elaborately trimmed, poorly made 


garments are so much sought after by th 
young women of the family? Only think o 
the poorly paid person who made them! 


The laundry should never be relegated. to 
the darkest, most uninteresting part of the 


house. but where there is light, good air, and 
healthfdl surroundings. How can clothes 
made clean when the tubs are so situated 
that no light is available, and that sometimes 
artificial? 

In some of the more modern residences the 
laundry and kitchen are at the top of the 
house. Here the conditions are all that could 

~ 

The laundry should contain at lenst three 
tubs, either solid porcelain, porcelain lined, 


or soapstone; @ washboard: long, smooth — 


clothes stick for stirring the clothes; a long 
handled dipper; one or two pails, tin or tron 
is better than wood; a clothes horse; clothes 
line, either wire or rope (the latter if not 
caréd for soon rots and breaks; it should be 
taken in after each washing; the wire line 
must be wiped before using); one-half dozen 
irons of different weight—the large, heavy 
ones for damask and bedding, the smalier 


ones for children's clothes, sleeves, polishing, 


ete.; an ordinary table may be covered and 
used for ironing the large pieces; a long nar- 
row board for skirts, and a small bosom 
board and one for sleeves—are all necessary 
for good work. i 

Small bags are of use for the more delicate 


pieces, such as collars, cuffs, handkerchiefs, 


and any small articles that are likély to be 
lost.- (They may be placed in the bags be- 
fore boiling). 


Four or tive dozen clothes pi bluing, 


iron holders, starch, ironing blankets and 
sheets. Cotton Blankets are good, and the 
sheets should be of firm cotton, not old, worn 


-gheets. Coverings of cambric or ticking 


are good for skirt boards, which may be 
hung up—that the ends may not become 
sotied. 


The preparation for washing consists in 


(1) mending the delicate pieces, (2) remov- 
ing stains, (3) sorting clothes, (4) preparing 
soap and drawing water. | 


In sorting clothes be particular to place 


the bed linen, body linen, and table linen, 
the stocki colored goods, and flannels in 


separate pi oe | 
According to one method: The clothes are 


_ soaked for half an hour, then washed, taking 
the cleanest pieces, first the table linen, 
then.the bed linen and body linen. After 


washing, scald, then rinse in two waters, 


both cold, and, lastly, in blue water, starch 


if necessary, hang to dry. Sprinkling over 
night makes a more even dampness and the 
clothes tron better. 
When the clothes are removed from tho 
clothes horse arrange all sim'lar articles to- 
gether, placing the more delicate starched 


pieces on top. 


Many laundresses use kerosene to lessen. 


the labor of washing. Unless the clothes are 


thoroughly ringed the odor of kerosene will 


be noticeable, Too long boiling has the ef- 


fect of turning them yellow. 
The following method is recommended: 


Fill the boiler about two-thirds full of 
water and shave in one pound of soap. When 


the water boils and the soap is disscived 
add two and one-half tablespoons of kerosene 
oil. 


Pick out the cleanest pieces of clothing, 
place loosely in the boiler, and boil for ten te 
fifteen minutes, turn them, remove, then add 
the next cleanest, and continue until all are 
washed. If there should be any places par- 
ticularly soiled rub the piece on the wash- 

rd. Then rinse in clear hot rinsing water, 
e,andhangtodry. 


‘Clothes cannot be rinsed too much. The | 
little spots of iron rust which appear in | 


most mysterious places, in gathers, under 
ruffles, triniming, etc:, are due to the soap 
not having been rinsed out and it united 
with the bluing and formed an iron com- 
pound. Rust often comes from the boiler, 
but one can always tell when such is the 


case. 
' ‘The question of whether clothes should be 


soaked over night or only a short timeisa 


much discussed question> but considering the | 
action of soaking to be the removal of dirt, | 
‘to lessen the wear on clothes, soaking over 


night is too long. The first action of soap, 


‘which is alkaline, is to soften dirtand make it 
goluble. If the clothes soak too long other 


compounds are formed much more difficult 
to remove. One cannot always see them, but 
they are there. : 
The use of chemicals in the laundry, unless 
properly handled, should not be allowed. 
The strong washing powders and fluids, if 
us6d In moderation, will not injure the 
clothes, The chemicals in use are ammonia, 
borax, chloride of lime. All chemicals should 
be dissolved before the clothing is put in the 


tubs. These chemicals rot the goods and 


they soon fall to pieces. 
‘This subject will be continued in another 

article and will include the removal of stains.
